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What’s  Behind  Low  Rank 
For  Starr  King  School?

Potrero  Hill's  Starr  King  Elementary 

School  ranked  lowest  among  the  city's 
elementary  schools  in  the  results  of  the 
latest  Standard  Achievement  Test,  desp- 
ite its  dedicated  staff  and  teachers. 

The  Stanford  9 is  a nationwide,  quanti- 
tative test  emphasizing  problem-solving 
skills  in  the  areas  of  reading  and  math. 
The  test  is  embraced  by  Governor  Gray 
Davis'  office  and  as  a result  was  adopted 
by  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dist- 
rict (SFUSD).  "The  state  just  uses  this 
one  standardized  evaluation.  Our  system 
used  17  criteria  to  rate  schools,"  explain- 
ed Elaine  Koury,  Executive  Director  of 
Public  Information  of  SFUSD.  Under 
similar  qualitative  goals  and  objectives, 
Starr  King  received  85%  in  1998  - 1999 
school  year. 

Dead  last  in  quantitative  testing  is  not 
a position  unfamiliar  to  the  K-5  Carolina 
Street  school,  which  serves  350  low-in- 
come minority  students,  roughly  half  of 
whom  are  bused  in  and  half  who  live  on 
Potrero  Hill.  In  qualitative  tests  admin- 
istered since  1987  the  school  has  placed 
between  60th  and  69th  out  of  the  69  like- 
schools  in  the  district. 

When  considering  causes  for  the  contin- 
ued poor  performance  three  themes  be- 
gin to  emerge:  funding,  parental  involve- 
ment and,  more  recently,  the  controvers- 
ial practice  of  "reconstitution."  The  latt- 
er, a practice  favored  by  ex-School  Sup- 
erintendent Bill  Rojas,  replaces  the  entire 
staff  of  an  ill-performing  school  with  new 
personnel. 

This  upheaval  took  place  at  Starr  King 
in  1996  and  the  reverberations  are  still 


being  felt.  "It  was  an  effort  to  change 
the  school  culture,"  notes  Koury.  "It 
was  a program  of  intervention  used  to 
turn  around  a low  performing  school," 
she  explained. 

First,  a low  performing  school  was  giv- 
en extra  help  by  the  district.  If  after  a 
year  performance  was  not  improved,  all 
adult  staff  are  replaced  by  new  staff. 

The  old  staff  are  shifted  to  different 
schools.  New  staff  are  given  three  years 
to  show  better  results.  "Some  argue 
schools  should  be  given  five  years  to  show 
improvement,"  says  Koury.  "School 
change  of  this  magnitude  cannot  take 
place  overnight." 

Reconstitution  was  faulted  for  com- 
pletely eradicating  the  Starr  King  staff, 
and  creating  the  expectation  that  a brand 
new  team  would  lead  the  charge  to  re- 
vamp an  underperforming  school.  Al- 
though this  program  is  not  entirely  em- 
braced by  the  new  Interim  Schools  Chief 
Linda  Davis,  it  is  not  entirely  defunct. 
Instead,  the  SFUSD  has  agreed  to  imple- 
ment Gov.  Davis'  plan,  called  The  Immed- 
iate Intervention/Underperforming 
Schools  Program  (II/USP). 

An  explanation  of  this  program  from 
the  organization  representing  The  Calif- 
ornia School  Board  notes  that  it  "will  be 
implemented  in  two  stages.  The  first 
stage  was  a voluntary  program  whereby 
districts  may  volunteer  schools  to  parti- 
cipate if  the  school  is  in  the  bottom  half 
of  the  statewide  distribution  of  SAT-9 
scores  in  1998  and  1999. 

For  the  second  stage,  beginning  in 
2000,  schools  may  be  identified  to  parti- 
cipate in  the  II/USP  if  they  fail  to  meet

MARCH  15  TOWN  MEETING  SET 

Health  Commission 
Votes  Not  to  Close 
Potrero  Hill  Clinic

Patients  at  the  Caleb  Clark  Potrero 
Hill  Health  Center  hope  the  same 
support  that  helped  convince  the 
city  Health  Commission  last  month  to 
spare  the  center  — at  least  for  now  — 
will  make  a difference  to  Mayor  Willie 
Brown,  who  has  the  final  say  in  whether 
the  center  will  stay  open. 

Potrero  Hill  Health  Center  supporters 
have  scheduled  a community-wide  Town 
Hall  Meeting  for  March  15  to  demon- 
strate to  the  city  how  much  neighbor- 
hood support  there  is  for  keeping  the 
center  open.  The  Town  Hall  Meeting  is 
slated  for  6 p.m.  at  the  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  House,  953  De  Haro  St. 

All  health  center  patients,  and  all 
other  Hill  residents,  are  urged  to 
attend. 

Although  health  center  patients  have 
fought  back  against  threatened  cuts  — 
and  even  closure  — in  previous  years, 
this  year's  proposal  to  close  the  center 
and  sell  the  building  seemed  more 
serious  than  those  in  the  past. 

One  difference  is  the  hot  real  estate 
market  on  Potrero  Hill  and  through- 
out the  city  — which  gave  credence  to 
the  notion  that  a city  Health  Dept, 
budget  gap  of  $1.6  million  might  easily 
be  closed  with  the  sale  of  this  one  piece 
of  property  for  as  much  as  $1.5  million. 

The  proposal  to  close  the  Hill  health 
center  was  part  of  a budget  proposed 
by  Dept,  of  Public  Health  Director 
Mitchell  Katz  in  response  to  an  order 
by  Brown  not  to  ask  for  additional  fund- 
ing — despite  federal  fund  cutbacks  and 
other  anticipated  deficits. 

In  addition  to  claiming  that  closure  of 
the  Hill  clinic  would  help  meet  the 
city's  budgetary  needs,  Katz  initially 
tried  to  tout  the  change  as  one  that 
would  improve  health  care  for  Hill 
center  patients,  who  would  then  be  ex- 
pected to  go  to  the  Family  Health 
Center  at  San  Francisco  General  Hospital 
(SFGH). 

Supporters  of  keeping  the  clinic  open 
stressed  that  with  the  hilly  terrain 
many  health  center  patients  would  find 
it  extremely  difficult  to  get  to  SFGH.  In 
addition,  health  center  supporters  told 
several  meetings  of  the  city  Health 
Commission,  instead  of  getting  their 
dental  care  on  Potrero  Hill,  they  would 
be  required  to  go  to  a clinic  two  miles 
away,  which  would  require  several 
changes  of  bus  routes. 

Eve  Milton,  a health  center  patient 
active  in  the  group's  community  ad- 
visory board,  told  the  Health  Commission 
Feb.  15  that  people  claiming  that  SFGH 
was  only  seven  blocks  from  the  center 
and  thus  easily  accessible  to  patients 
were  unrealistic.  "I'll  take  you  for  a walk 
around  Potrero  Hill,"  she  said.  "From 
Third  Street  to  Potrero  Avenue  is  two 


miles.  People  might  be  able  to  walk 
down  from  the  clinic,  but  certainly  not 
up  from  SFGH  to  home." 

Milton  also  told  The  View  that  the  pro- 
posed change  would  mean  Potrero  Hill 
patients  would  have  far  longer  waiting 
periods  to  be  seen  by  a doctor. 

While  there  are  currently  24  staff  to 
serve  the  patient  load  at  the  Potrero  Hill 
Health  Center  (with  more  than  6,000 
patient  visits  per  year),  under  the  Health 
Dept,  proposal,  only  a small  fraction  of 
that  staff  would  have  been  folded  into 
the  SFGH  Family  Health  Center. 

Health  Commission  President  Roma 
Guy  noted  that  the  4-2  vote  to  spare 
the  Hill  health  center  was  based  on 
several  factors. 

"The  Commission  was  not  pleased  that 
the  people  of  Potrero  Hill  would  have 
to  go  to  the  Southeast  Center  for  dental 
care,  and  would  have  to  take  two  or 
three  buses  to  get  there,"  she  told  The 
View. 

Guy  also  was  skeptical  about  the  pro- 
posal to  sell  the  building  in  which  the 
Potrero  Hill  Health  Center  is  housed. 

"If  we  really  felt  it  was  better  to  con- 
solidate services  at  SFGH,  and  close  the 
clinic,  we  do  have  city  services  that 
could  be  housed  in  that  building,  services 
that  are  now  in  buildings  for  which  we're 
currently  paying  terribly  high  rents." 

But  the  Feb.  15  vote  to  spare  the  Hill 
health  center  may  not  be  a permanent 
respite. 

For  the  four  members  of  the  health 
commission  who  voted  against  the  pro- 
posal to  close  the  Potrero  Hill  Health 
Center,  such  a proposal  was  "premature," 
Commission  President  Guy  said. 

In  the  light  of  the  DPH's  commit- 
ment to  provide  primary  care,  Katz's 
rationale  for  closing  the  hill  center 
and  consolidating  care  "wasn't  fully 
developed,"  Guy  said. 

The  city  is  seeking  "to  redirect  its 
investment  in  the  future  to  preventa- 
tive and  primary  care,"  she  continued. 
Potrero  Hill's  6,000  patient  visits  per 
year  are  actually  low,  if  we  invest 
more  in  primary  care,  will  that  mean 
the  Potrero  Hill  center  will  thrive? 

We  don't  know  that,  and  that's  why  a 
proposal  to  close  the  center  is  pre- 
mature." 

Such  a question  is  under  investigation 
as  part  of  the  DPH's  current  strategic 
planning  process,  which  is  scheduled  to 
run  until  December,  2000. 

The  Feb.  15  Health  Commission  vote 
ordered  Katz  to  increase  his  budget 
proposal  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  Hill 
health  center  and  other  items 
Supporters  of  the  Potrero  Hill  Health 
Center  hope  the  Mayor  eventually 
agrees,  and  they  are  counting  on  a sig- 
nificant turnout  at  their  March  15 
Town  Hall  meeting  to  help  make  their 
point.

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Muni  Changes 


Editor: 

I am  writing  to  follow-up  on  an  article 
in  the  February  2000  issue  of  The  Potrero 
View  concerning  proposed  changes  to 
Muni  service  in  the  South-of-Market 
(SOMA)  and  Potrero  Hill  neighborhoods. 
We  appreciate  your  assistance  in  publi- 
cizing our  series  of  community  meetings 
on  the  South-of-Market  Service  Concept 
Plan.  As  you  know,  we  have  enjoved 
the  participation  of  a large  number  of 
residents  of  Potrero  Hill  and  SOMA  in 
our  planning  process.  We  have  endeavor- 
ed through  this  process  to  put  together 
u package  of  changes  that  offers  in- 
creased service  to  both  neighborhoods, 
and  makes  new  connections  possible 
that  are  now  difficult  to  make  on  Muni's 
current  service. 

I am  sorry  to  see  that  your  article  did 
not  mention  the  major  improvements  in 
Muni  service  to  Potrero  Hill  that  were 
discussed  at  the  January  5 meeting. 

These  improvements  were  supported  by 
most  of  the  meeting  attendees,  who  were 
largely  Potrero  Hill  residents.  The  basis 
of  the  proposal  was  to  establish  a new 
line  connecting  Potrero  Hill  with  Cal- 
train  and  the  Financial  District  via  the 
Townsend  Corridor.  This  would  give 
Potrero  Hill  a direct  route  to  downtown 
for  the  first  time,  which  is  a service  that 
has  been  requested  by  Potrero  Hill 
residents  and  riders  for  years. 


As  vou  probably  know,  we  have  recently 
increased  service  on  the  l 9-Poik  in  south- 

of-Market.  Through  our  public  process, 
we  have  been  discussing  shifting  the 
northbound  19-line  from  9th  Street  to 
7th  Street  through  SOMA.  This  idea  has 
oeen  strongly  supported  py  potrero  mil 
and  SOMA  residents  in  the  straw  polling 
that  we  have  done  at  the  meetings.  In 
fact,  it  was  favored  almost  2 to  1 by  the 
Potrero  Hill  residents  at  the  last  meeting, 
because  of  the  better  connections  to 
BART  and  Muni  Metro,  as  well  as  pro- 
viding a better  spacing  of  routes 
throughout  South-of-Market. 

We  are  not  proposing  anv  changes  to  the 
19-line  route  over  Potrero  Hill  — the 
route  would  remain  on  Rhode  Island  and 
De  Haro,  as  it  is  today.  Also,  we  are  not 
carrying  forward  any  of  the  proposed 
changes  to  the  53-line  that  were  dis- 
cussed at  the  January  5 meeting,  because 
there  was  no  public  support  for  these 
ideas. 

We  plan  to  have  a package  of  changes 
ready  for  approval  when  Muni  submits 
its  budget  to  the  new  Municipal  Trans- 
portation Agency  in  March.  Anyone  who 
is  on  our  mailing  list  for  this  oroiert 
will  receive  mailings  on  the  staff  recom- 
mendation, and  notices  of  any  future 
meetings  and  the  approval  process.  11

AGNUS  RETURNS  TO  THE  HILL 

Mayor  Art  Agnos,  a former  resident  of  Potrero  Hill,  spoke  to  a forum  soonsored  by 
the  Potrero  Hill  Democratic  Club,  stressing  his  belief  that  the  business  taxes  must 
be  renewed  beyond  their  July.  1990,  expiration  date,  in  order  to  make  up  for  the  loss 
of  revenues  in  the  aftermath  of  the  1989  earthouake.  Some  city  services,  he  said, 
"are  suDnosed  to  lose  monev,"  referring  to  San  Francisco  General  Hosoital,  the 
Department  of  Social  Services  and  the  public  transportation  system.  The  city,  he 
said,  "needs  to  take  in  as  much  from  potential  money-makers  as  it  takes  to  balance 
potential  money-losers." 

HOUSING  PROJECT  TENANTS  ORGANIZE  TO  SEEK  REPAIRS 

A new  tenants'  committee,  organized  with  the  help  of  St.  Teresa's  chapter  of  the 
San  Francisco  Organizing  Project,  was  committed  to  returning  Potrero  Gardens  and 
Annex  public  housing  to  a safe,  clean,  habitable  area  in  which  to  raise  a family. 

The  group  charged  that  the  Housing  Authority  hod  for  vears  been  neglected  at  fund- 
ing time.  Tenants  complained  of  leaky  roofs  that  have  not  been  repaired,  crumbling 
plaster  and  delaminated  doors.  Housing  oilicials  promised  that  a new  nrogram  was 
being  instituted  under  Director  David  Gilmore  whereby  committees  in  each  location 
would  set  priorities  for  taking  action  to  correct  the  situation.  Tenants  expressed 
their  dissatisfaction  with  promises. 

HEATED  DEBATE  ON  ARKANSAS  STREET  DEVELOPMENT 

l he  collapse  decades  ago  ol  a long-unused  train  tunnel,  which  was  closed  vears  ago. 
left  a steep  open  space  at  Arkansas  Street  between  18th  and  19th  Streets.  The  kids 
called  it  "the  old  man's  lot".  Rick  Holiday,  who  had  a background  in  developing  low- 
income  housing,  proposed  to  develop  the  area  as  for-profit  condominiums,  combined 
with  "affordable"  artist"s  live-work  units.  Reaction  to  the  proposal  ranged  from 
seeking  minor  modifications  to  retaining  the  area  as  open  space. 

BIDDING  FAREWELL  TO  THREE  "GOOD  LIFE  GRADUATES" 

Three  young  men  who  had  worked  as  baggers  and  general  helpers  at  the  Good  Life 
Grocery,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Omega  Boys  Club,  came  back  to  sav 
goodbye  as  they  headed  off  to  Tuskegee  Institute  to  begin  their  college  careers. 

Good  Life  provided  employment  opportunities  to  Omega  members,  who  are 
required  to  maintain  at  least  a C average  in  school  while  working  there. 

CURBSIDE  RECYCLING  TO  BEGIN  IN  APRIL 

In  April,  1990,  Potrero  Hill  became  part  of  San  Francisco's  curbside  recycling 
program,  for  single  family  dwellings  and  buildings  of  up  to  six  units.  The  program 
is  a joint  effort  between  the  City  and  the  Sunset  Scavengers. 

CLINIC  SUPPORTERS  SCHEDULE  MARCH  MEETING 

The  Mayor's  Deputy  Director  for  Community  Health  Services  was  to  meet  in  March 
to  follow  up  after  a meeting  in  January  with  two  dozen  Caleb  Clark  Clinic  patients 
to  hear  concerns  and  complaints  about  the  Center's  lack  of  staffing.  They 
emphasized  that  security  guards  were  not  a luxury  but  a necessity,  and  that  the 
dental  clinic  was  extremely  imoortant.

Hill  Neighbors  Protest 
Demolition,  Subdivision

The  fate  of  the  historic  "little  red 
house"  at  19th  and  DeHaro  Streets  is 
expected  to  come  before  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Board  of  Appeals  March  15. 

At  that  time,  the  Board  is  slated  to 
hear  an  appeal  of  a zoning  variance 
granted  by  the  City  Planning  Depart- 
ment, which  gave  the  owner  of  the  little 
house  and  the  property  on  which  it  sits 
a variance  from  city  code  that  will  allow 
for  the  subdivision  of  the  area  into  three 
separate  lots.  This  is  expected  to  lead 
to  the  house's  demolition  and  construction 
of  three  two-family  buildings  on  the 
property. 

The  variance  is  being  appealed  by 
Hill  resident  Barry  Deutsch,  who  lives 
next  door  to  the  house  in  question,  and 
who  is  challenging  some  of  the  Planning 
Dept,  decisions. 

On  one  level,  the  chief  issue  in  question 
is  the  matter  of  the  width  of  the  three 
lots  that  could  be  created  from  the  space. 
Each  would  be  24.5  feet  wide  rather  than 
25  feet  required  by  code.  But  while  this 
issue  is  key,  for  opponents  of  the  sub- 
division, other  issues  are  at  stake  as 
well. 

Hill  residents  have  been  signing  peti- 
tions that  urge  neighbors  to  "let  the 
Board  of  Appeals  know  you  oppose  the 
destruction  and  sub-division  of  this 
special  space."  The  petitions  will  be 
presented  to  the  Board. 

The  variance  granted  by  the  City 
claimed  that  the  proposed  project  will 
have  no  effect  on  the  City's  supply  of 
affordable  housing,  historic  buildings, 
and  open  space,  among  other  criteria. 

But  the  appeal  filed  Jan.  18  charged 
that  "the  variance  will  result  in  the 
demolition  and  loss  of  the  affordable 
housing  that  is  now  on  the  lot.  in  direct 
opposition  to  the  policies  of  this  city 
to  encourage  affordable  housing."  The 
appeal  also  noted  that  "the  house  on  this 
lot  is  currently  rented  and  the  variance 
will  result  in  the  loss  of  rental  property 
for  tenants  who  cannot  afford  owner- 
ship, in  opposition  to  the  policies  of 
this-city." 

And  challenging  the  city's  claim  there 
would  be  no  negative  effect  on  open 
space,  the  appeal  pointed  out  that  "the 
land  is  wooded  and  has  several  beautiful 
trees.  Also,  the  property  has  never  been 
improved,  except  for  the  single  structure 
now  on  it,  and  is  thus  home  to  native 
species  and  may  be  home  to  endangered, 
threatened  or  other  protected  species 
of  animals  or  insects. 

"This  property  should  not  be  exempted 
from  Environmental  Review,  and,  in 


fact,  may  be  a particularly  sensitive 
area  that  should  not  be  developed  at 
all  or,  if  it  is  developed,  should  only 
be  developed  under  the  close  supervi- 
sion and  with  the  consultation  of  govern- 
mental and  private  conservation  groups," 
Deutch's  appeal  stressed. 

The  March  15  session  at  the  Board  of 
Appeals  is  slated  for  Room  416  of  City 
Hall  at  5:30  p.m.

the  five  percent  growth  target  on  the 
Academic  Performance  Index.  However, 
the  number  of  schools  and  the  manner  in 
which  they  will  be  selected  must  be  de- 
termined legislatively  this  year.  Fund- 
ing is  only  guaranteed  for  schools  that 
participated  in  1999.  1I/USP  schools 
must  contract  with  an  external  evaluator 
who  is  on  a list  prepared  by  the  CDE  as 
having  met  the  minimum  qualifications 
for  an  external  evaluator.  A CSBA  ad- 
visory on  external  evaluation  selection  is 
forthcoming." 

Starr  King  is  still  considered  "in  recon- 
stitution," according  to  Koury.  And 
therefore  could  be  under  threat  by  the 
II/USP  at  any  point,  but  it's  "up  to  the 
State,"  says  Koury.  Repercussions  from 
remaining  in  Il/USP  could  be  "as  drastic" 
os  reconstitution  according  to  Koury 

Lack  of  funding  is  also  a contributing 
factor.  Although  the  district  pays  app- 
roximately $5,900  per  student  (as  com- 
pared to  $5,400  on  average  for  the  rest 
of  the  San  Francisco  district)  there  are 
additional  dollars  Starr  King  has  not  re- 
ceived. This  funding  quirk  was  recently 
reported  by  the  San  Francisco  Examiner 
("San  Francisco's  Neglected  School"). 
Reporter  Julian  Guthrie  found  that 
George  Washington  Carver  School  in  Bay- 
view  Hunters  Point  received  more  than 
$400,000  a year  to  aid  380  low-income 
youngsters,  while  Starr  King  only  re-

ceived  $48,000  to  aid  a similar  group  of 
students.  These  additional  dollars  were 
part  of  a Consent  Decree  settlement  of  a 
lawsuit  brought  by  the  National  Assn,  of 
Colored  People  (NAACP)  in  1983.  These 
extra  dollars  could  be  a large  part  of  the 
success  of  Carver's  students  who  rank 
among  the  district's  top  performers. 

No  doubt  adequate  funding  is  a key 
element  in  helping  to  improve  a school's 
performance,  but  it  is  not  a guarantee. 
Nationwide  funding  for  public  education 
has  more  than  doubled  since  1965  yet 
academic  achievement  overall  is  stag- 
nant or  declining. 

Parental  involvement,  another  factor 
in  helping  sudents  succeed,  "is  hugely 
important,"  says  Starr  King  5th  grade 
teacher  Chris  Rosenberg.  "I  have  some 
parents  who  are  very  involved  and  it 
has  made  a significant  difference."  Ros- 
enberg points  particularly  to  parents  who 
help  their  children  with  homework  and 
improving  areas  of  weakness.  "We  ident- 
ify these  areas  together  and  then  decide 
on  a plan  for  improvement,"  he  says. 

Rosenberg,  who  was  brought  in  as  part 
of  the  reconstitution,  underscores  that 
Starr  King's  needs  are  multifaceted. 
"Better  funding,  more  qualified  teachers 
and  parental  involvement.  You  need  all 
three,"  says  Rosenberg.  But  he  quickly 


adds  there  have  been  signs  of  strides 
made  by  the  school  over  the  past  three 
years.  As  indicators  of  these  strides  he 
points  out  the  stable  leadership  the 
school  has  received  from  Principal  Jon- 
etta  Leek,  who,  he  says,  "has  a very 
clear  vision."  Rosenberg  also  points  to 
an  improved  school  culture.  "Conflicts 
in  the  schoolyard  are  lowered  and  the 
kids  are  spending  more  time  getting 
down  to  work." 

The  overall  question  of  exactly  how 
much  test  scores  matter  when  judging  a 
school's  performance  is  a debatable  one 
at  best.  Kim  Joyce,  a parent  of  two 
children  at  Starr  King  points  to  the  im- 
portance of  other  ways  to  judge  a school 
aside  from  its  academic  results.  "I'm 
pleased  with  what's  been  happening  at 
the  school,"  says  Joyce.  "Interesting 
field  trips  and  activities  make  a child 
want  to  keep  going  back  to  school." 

Trips  to  the  Academy  of  Sciences,  learn- 
ing how  to  use  the  library  and  extra 
curricular  activities  like  dance,  in  addi- 
tion to  an  academically  challenging 
curriculum  are  examples  of  why  Joyce 
pleased  with  the  education  her  daughters 
are  receiving. 

Is  there  hope?  "Of  course,"  says  an 
enthusiastic  Koury.  "Starr  King  has 
wonderful  children  and  wonderful  adults 
working  hard  to  help."

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Construction  Continues 
On  UCSF  Mission  Bay 


Construction  activities  started  in 
February  on  the  new  UCSF  Mission  Bay 
campus  — specifically,  on  and  around 
"Block  24,"  which  is  located  on  16th 
Street  west  of  6th  Street.  This  is  the 
location  of  the  first  research  building 
on  campus.  Infrastructure  work  con- 
tinues on  the  southern  portion  of  the 
campus. 

At  a glance,  activities  over  the  next 
few  months  include: 

* Continuing  through  December,  2000 
. . . Surcharging 

* February  . . . Demolition  of  1400  - 
6th  Street 

* Early  February  to  late  April  . . . 

Pile  driving  — Building  24 

* Mid-February  to  late  June  . . . Con- 
crete foundation  work  — Building  24 

* May  1 to  late  September  . . . 
Structural  steel  erection  — Building  24 

* May  1 . . . Closure  of  16th  Street 
parking  lane 

UCSF  is  surcharging  the  campus  by 
bringing  in  clean  dirt  from  other  con- 
struction sites  and  loading  it  on  top  of 
the  existing  soil.  The  weight  of  the  new 
soil,  combined  with  a series  of  drain 
tubes,  will  help  to  compact  the  soil 
before  construction  begins.  This  process 
helps  to  prevent  cracking  sidewalks 
and  pavements  caused  by  settling  of  the 
bay  mud  underneath. 

Currently,  dirt  is  being  hauled  from 
the  Moscone  Center  expansion  project 
during  normal  daytime  working  hours. 
Another  source  site  for  the  dirt  will  be 
the  BART  extension  project  in  Colma. 

As  volumes  increase,  or  if  traffic  proves 
to  be  a problem,  dirt  delivery  will  occur 
at  night. 

The  dirt  delivery  trucks  are  using 
4th  to  3rd  to  16th  Streets  from  the 
Moscone  Center  site;  280  to  Mariposa 
exit,  through  the  industrial  area  to  the 
16th  Street  site  entrance  from  Colma. 

The  dirt  from  both  sites  has  been  tested 
for  contaminants,  and  has  been  certified 
as  clean  by  the  San  Francisco  Department 
of  Public  Health. 

The  old  Kirk  Paper  building  at  1400  - 
6th  Street,  now  the  home  of  "xpedx" 

Paper  and  Graphics  Company,  was  slated 
to  be  demolished  during  the  month  of 
February.  This  area  is  the  future  site  of 


Bulding  21 B,  the  campus  community 
center. 

Last  spring,  UCSF  conducted  test  pile 
driving,  to  learn  how  best  to  drive  the 
piles.  This  has  enabled  them  to  shorten 
the  duration  of  this  necessarily  noisy 
activity  to  approximately  12  weeks, 
starting  in  early  February.  Concrete 
foundation  work  will  take  place  from 
mid-February  through  June.  The  erection 
of  structural  steel  and  metal  deck  will 
occur  from  May  through  September. 

Starting  May  1,  the  Building  24  con- 
tractor will  require  the  use  of  the  parking 
lane  on  16th  Street  (from  3rd  to  Owens 
Streets)  for  the  crane  that  will  erect 
the  structural  steel. 

UCSF  consulted  with  representatives 
of  neighborhood  groups  in  determining 
work  hours.  All  construction  work  will 
comply  with  air  and  water  quality  permit 
requirements  and  adhere  to  the  San 
Francisco  Noise  Ordinance.  While  the 
Environmental  Impact  Report  allows 
for  construction  activity  to  take  place 
from  7 a.m.  to  8 p.m.,  this  project's 
regular  construction  hours  will  be  7 a.m. 
to  5 p.m.,  Monday  through  Friday  (ex- 
cluding certain  holidays).  "Noisy  work" 
such  as  pile  driving  will  be  restricted 
to  between  8 a.m.  and  4:30  p.m. 

As  is  often  the  case  for  major  con- 
struction projects,  exceptions  to  the 
regular  hours  may  be  necessary.  Major 
funding  for  Building  24  is  contingent 
on  the  building  being  occupied  by 
August  30,  2002;  therefore  the  con- 
tractor must  make  up  for  lost  time  due 
to  weather  or  other  mishaps  by  working 
extra  hours.  Exceptions  to  the  regular 
hours  will  be  made  only  with  the  appro- 
val of  the  Construction  Manager,  and 
every  effort  will  be  made  to  notify  near- 
by neighbors  in  advance.  These  extended 
hours  are  as  follows:  Monday  through 
Friday  until  8 p.m.;  Saturday  7 a.m.  to 
8 p.m.,  and  Sunday  8 a.m.  to  4:30  p.m. 

Pile  driving  and  similarly  noisy  work 
will  never  take  place  on  Sundays  or 
after  6 p.m.  weekdays;  Saturday  "noisy 
work"  hours  will  be  between  9 a.m.  and 
5:30  p.m. 

Dates  are  approximate  based  on 
current  projected  schedules.  Anyone 
who  wants  to  be  notified  of  exceptions 
to  the  regular  work  hours  should  contact 
Barbara  Bagot-Lopez  at  476-3206.

At  a time  when  construction  is  taking 
place  in  every  neighborhood  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, training  programs  can  help  low- 
income  people  take  advantage  of  the  job 
market.  Debbi  Lerman,  program  co- 
ordinator for  the  Construction  Career 
Advancement  Program  (CCAP)  Partner- 
ship explains,  "In  this  construction  boom, 
the  jobs  are  not  going  to  members  of  the 
community  where  the  building  is  happen- 
ing because  they  haven't  been  prepared 
to  compete  for  the  jobs.  CCAP  is  pre- 
paring neighborhood  residents  with  the 
entry-level  skills  they  need  to  get  the 
jobs  that  should  rightfully  be  going  to 
them  in  the  first  place." 

Potrero  Hill  residents  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  learn  construction  skills  in 
their  neighborhood  and  use  them  to  re- 
build communities  throughout  the  city. 

At  the  Building  Technologies  Center 
at  1232  Connecticut  Street  at  26th 
Street,  people  who  meet  income  require- 
ments can  receive  free  job  training, 
education  skills,  and  life  and  leadership 
skills  in  one  of  three  programs:  Con- 
struction Career  Advancement  Program 


/WAPC/4 


Partnership,  YouthBuild  San  Francisco, 
and  Asian  Neighborhood  Design  Employ- 
ment Training.  The  programs  are  design- 
ed to  serve  low-income  San  Francisco 
residents,  age  16  and  older,  by  providing 
them  with  the  skills  they  will  need  to 
help  improve  their  lives  and  their  neigh- 
borhoods. 

YouthBuild  San  Francisco  will  provide 
free  pre-apprenticeship  job  training  to 
20  youth,  ages  16-24,  interested  in  de- 
veloping leadership  skills  and  skills  re- 
lated to  the  construction  trades.  They 
will  also  have  the  opportunity  to  work, 
with  pay,  on  community  projects  in  and 
around  their  neighborhood.  Over  a period 
of  nine  months,  all  program  participants 
will  receive  counseling,  educational 
support  services  and  General  Equivalency 
Diploma  (GED)  tutorials  provided  by  City 
College  of  San  Francisco,  and  job  place- 
ment services. 

YouthBuild  San  Francisco  is  part  of  the 
national  organization  YouthBuild  USA, 
which  was  established  in  1978  in  Harlem, 
New  York.  YouthBuild  USA  annually 
trains  more  than  5,000  low-income  youth 
through  its  139  programs.  The  Youth- 
Build program  in  San  Francisco  is  the 
product  of  a collaboration  between  Asian 
Neighborhood  Design  and  the  U.S.  Dept, 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development. 

For  an  average  of  16  weeks,  people  can 
receive  job  training  in  construction- 
related  fields,  referrals  to  educational 
resources,  basic  remedial  education,  job 
referrals  and  placements,  and  referrals 
to  support  services.  A small  stipend  is 
provided  weekly.  On-the-job  training  is 
also  provided  at  community  service  pro- 
jects throughout  San  Francisco  and 
Oakland.  In  1999,  program  participants 
helped  renovate  the  Potrero  Hill  Neigh- 
borhood House,  Visitacion  Valley  Family 
Schools,  Instituto  de  la  Raza,  LYRIC 
youth  center,  Wu  Yee  Children's  Services, 
and  the  Oakland  Asian  Cultural  Center.

Throughout  his  long  life  in  San  Francis- 
co, Harry  Bridges  was  many  things:  sea- 
man, longshoreman,  union  organizer, 
world-renowed  labor  leader,  and,  in  his 
later  years,  a Port  Commissioner  and 
President  of  the  California  Congress  of 
Seniors.
